Probable EfiFect of New 


Treaty With China. 


How Venezuela May; Be Repre- 


sented In the Tribunal—Inhab- 


itants Make Objections. 


LONDON, Dec: 12.—The increasing 


activity in diplomatic circles through- 
out Europe is sufficient indication that 
by the time Parliament meets, next 
month, international politics will have 
acquit ed a highly interesting If not 
genuinely acute phase. 
The present 


policy in official circles in London is 
to minimize the importance of pending 
events as long as possible. There is 
no doubt that when the time for offi- 
cial declarations does arrive every ef- 
fort will be made to turn the prospec- 
tive settlement of the Turkish ques- 
tion Into a triumph of British diplo- 
macy, in order to offset the great ad- 
vantages In the East which Russia is 
on the point of acquiring. It is doubt- 
ful if Lord Salisbury's Government can 
produce the desired effect. His organs 
in the press are doing their best to 
prepare the public mind for the au- 
thentic announcement that Russia has 
virtually gained possession of China's 
rich province, MJLnchuria. 


A year ago, when this master stroke 


of Russian diplomacy was first ru- 
mored, the' Tory journals, from the 
Timss down, shouted war, and discus- 
sed that 
*>OP '.bility as nothing less 


than an inevi.,, .ble call to arms. Since 
then Mr: Balfour has declared that he 
would welcome the news that Russia 
had acquired an ice-free port in the 
Pacific, as a distinct advance to civili- 
sation. 


There could be no sharper contrast 


than that between the attitude taken 
by the Times a-year ago, $rtien,it first 
printed:the report of the Russian-Chi- 
nese treaty,' a~ fepoirt "laeilticaV wjftii 
tbat'tfevlved^ thls.yeek, and''the :mild 
titterancesbf the same paper yesterday. 
Now it says: It seems highly credi- 
ble, and, Indeed, probable, that Rus- 
sia, in her own way and at her> own 
time, will seek to strengthen her hold 
over Manchuria, and perhaps even to 
annex portions of that province. She. 
very naturally desires the shortest and 
easiest route to the port she already 
possesses at Vladivostock, and also a 
more advantageous port with equally 
good land communications somewhere 
on the Chinese coast. On that basis 
it is simple and easy to found succes- 
sive statements of the kind we are now 
discussing, with the comfortable as- 
surance that some day or other one of 
them will be more or less Justified. It 
is even conceivable that the Russian 
officials are willing to humor the pro- 
pensity to set such rumors afloat. 
These things accustom the public mind 
to the idea that somethi^j *»f the kind 
will happen, so when a forward step 
is really taken it may seem moderate 
and reasonable in comparison with 
what has been apprehended. 
In the 


Far East there is abundance of room 
for a long time to come both for Russia 
and ourselves. 


This, on the whole, pusillanimous 


language, fairly represents English 
public opinions and also the astonish- 
ing change which has taken place in 
British sentiment in the eventful year 
Just closing. It is the simple truth 
today that the aggressive policy of a 
rival nation which a year ago would 
have driven Great Britain to arms, 
n&w accepted with merely a regretful 
sigh.

VENEZUEtAX AGREEMENT. 
: 


How the Ropnbllo May Be Repre- 


sented on tbe Tribunal. 


NEW 
YORK, December 13.—The 


Herald's Washington special says: An. 
important detail regarding the compo- 
sition of tbe Venezuelan tribunal cf 
arbitration, which, curiously enough, 
appears to have escaped'the attention 
of every one, was called to my notice 
;oday. According to unofficial -advice 
:rom Caracas, the Venezuelans object 
.o the negotiation of the treaty because 
among other reasons, it gives them 
no representation on the tribunal. Un- 
der the terms of the Olney-Paanceiote 
protocol the two arbitrators to be ap- 
pointed by the United States are to be 
selected by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. They may be members 
of that court, but "not necessarily. 
There is nothing to prevent the court 
from selecting one or both of the ap- 
pointees from citizens of Venezuela. 
It Is generally believed one of the 
arbitrators on the part of the United 
States will be Justice Brewer, who Is 
a member of the boundary commis- 
sion, and that the other will be a cit- 
izen of Venezuela, if the republic in- 
sists upon a representative. 


I have authority for stating that 


Mr. Andrade received an unofficial in 
timation to that effect before sailing 
for Caracas, and it is believed here 
that the knowledge may do much to 
allay the opposition which has devel- 
oped in Venezuela. At the same time 
Minister Andrade was advised from 
a friendly source it would be better 
for his country not to have a represeu 
tative on the tribunal. If the treaty 
is agreed to it is expected that if both 
American arbitrators are not members 
of the Supreme Court a very etninen 
lawyer- will be selected as Justice 
Brewer's associate. 


Jf Venezuela should be represented 


it Is believed that Great Britain wouli 
meet it by appointing a British Guiana 
man as one of her arbitrators, whicl 
might make the court more politica 
and less judicial than was hoped woul 
be the case when the agreement wa 
reached for the settlement of the ques 
tion.by arbitration.

Probable Effects of the New Treaty

LONDON, Dec. 12.—The text of the 


Russian - Chinese treaty, reproduced 
here from the North China Daily News, 
has aroused considerable discussion on 
all sides, and it is regarded as a matter 
of the greatest importance. Some of the 
newspapers refuse to believe It authen- 
tic, 
as It would be such a victory for 


Russian diplomacy. The Spectator to- 
day, however, believes It to be exact, 
and says: "No foreigner would have 
tried so elaborately to protect the pride 
of China while securing every Russian 
object, nothing ceded openly, but Rus- 
sia is permitted to run a railway to 
Klirw'in, and is expressly authorized to 
keep all the troops she wants to pro- 
tect the Manchurian stations, and she 
is also to fortify Port Arthur for Chi- 
na.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1L—While no of- 
ficial Information has been received as 
to the purpose of ex-Queen LUluokalani's 
visit to this country, her coming at this 
time occasions much comment In official 
quarters. She will be met hore, It Is un- 
derstood, by the Princess Kalulanl. who 
has been sojourning In Italy. 
Minister Hatch of Hawaii Is now In 
New York. Mr. Cooper, Hawaiian Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, IB en route to 
San Francisco to take a -steamer for Ha- 
waii on December ifith. 
In the event of the ex-Queen and the 
Princess coming to Washington, their 
visit could not be regarded by the au- 
thorities here as official, for the United 
States has formally recognized the Re- 
public of Hawaii, and Its diplomatic rep- 
resentative receives full official credit 
here. The last friction was removed 
when Minister Thurston retired on the 
request of Mr. Gresham. The ex-Queen 
and Princess, therefore, could not be 
treated other than as private citizens: 
When Princess Kalulanl visited here 
three years ago she was socially received 
by Mrs. Cleveland, but not officially rec- 
ognized or received by the President or 
other officials. 
It Is understood that the Queen's re- 
sources have been such of late that the 
addition of a pension as one of the feat- 
ures of annexation treaty might not be 
unacceptable. This was a feature of for- 
mer proposed annexation treaties.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—That the mis 


sion of ex-Minister John W. Fo'ster di 
not fail is indicated by the Introductlo 
in the House today by Loud of a bl 
for a Pacific cable from San Francisc 
to Hawaii, Japan and Australasia. Th 
bill is in the interest of the Pacinc Cabl 
Company of New Jersey, the Spaldln 
corporation, whose franchise expired an 
was reported to have been unrenewed by 
the Hawaiian Government. The bill pro- 
vides for a subsidy of 560,000 a year for 
twenty years, payable quarterly, for a 
cable line in the Pacific ocean, for which 
provision is made in three sections, to be 
completed by the close of the year 1901. 
The first section, from San Francisco to 
Honolulu, Is to be constructed without 
other conditions than the granting of a 
subsidy. The second section, from Hawaii 
to Japan by way of the Midway Islands, 
will not be constructed unless the gov- 
ernments Interested offer a subsidy of 
$100,000 a year. The third section ex- 
tends from Hawaii to Australasia, and 
will be constructed on condition of the 
receipt frokri the governments Interested 
Of a subsidy of J200.000. 
Provision is made that in case of war 
the United States may take possession 
of and operate the cable, and ample pro- 
vision is made by bonds of $500,000 for 
the completion of the work, for any fail- 
ure to operate the cable for any length 
of time, and 
for the transmission of 


government business. 
The bill waa referred to the committee 


on interstate and foreign commerce. It 
is practically the same measure intro- 
duced last session. The bill will prob- 
ably have a hard time in committee, by 
reason of the conditions surrounding the 
completion of sections tuo and three. 
Representative Doolittle. the member 


from the Coast in the committee, said 
tonight that he would scan It closely be- 
fore he would favor It against the New 
York Pacinc Cable Company's measure. 
As there Is bound to be a steady growth 
of the commerce of the Pacific. I>oolit- 
tle says the United States should see that 
the cable is under Its control, and tujllt 
speedily.

OMAHA, Dec 16.—A special to the Bee 
from Lincoln says 
The Supreme Court 
has decided that the payment by State 
Auditor Moore of some $46,000 In warrants 
for sugar bounties to the Oxnard Com- 
pany is Illegal. The opinion, written by 
Commissioner Irvine, was handed down 
this afternoon. There was no dissenting 
opinion filed. 
The bill passed by the last Legislature 
provided for the payment of five-eighths 
of a cent per pound by the State as a 
bounty for all sugar made by new manu- 
factories started subsequent to the pas- 
sage of the bill. This bounty was made 
contingent upon the manufacturers pay- 
Ing for sugar beets at the rate of J5 per 
ton. The bill carried no appropriation 
for the payment of this bounty, nor was 
any subsequent appropriation made for 
this purpose. But the manufacturers 
went ahead and paid $5 a ton for beets, 
And in December last applied to State 
Auditor Moore for the bounty. The Au- 
ditor Issued the warrants for $46,000 
The position of the Auditor was at- 
tacked In several quarters, and Attorney 
General Churchill advised State Treas- 
urer Hartley to pay no money on the 
warrants when presented. This action, 
of course, discredited the warrants, and 
the company in whose favor they were 
drawn has so far failed to hypothecate 
them. The incoming Legislature is ex- 
pected to remedy this defect in the 
bounty law.

Mr. Armstrong Touches OB Im- 


portant Points. 


TARIFF 
TO BE CONSERVATIVE 


California's Opposition to 


Annexation. 


What Might 
Have Been — Japan 


and Philippine Re- 


bellion. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., Dec. 18.— 


Prosperity throughout the country IB 
not coming with leaps- and bounds. 
There is no sudden outbreak of good 
things. Congress is in session and the 
statesmen are making up their minds, 
or in other words, are trying to find 
out what their constituents are think- 
ing about In the early days the states- 
men did the thinking. Now the peo- 
ple do it. Seventy millions of people 
of all sorts and conditions do not 
think rapidly, and come to all sorts of 
conclusions. 


The analysis of the late political bat- 


tle is continued by the political writ- 
ers. It shows up some very awkward 
situations. 
Mr. Henry Watterson's 


talk on the situation is attracting much 
attention. 
Though a "gold" man, he 


says that the rich people of the East 
are lording it over the poor Western- 
ers, and making them feel bad. Mr. 
Xordhoff writes to the Herald 
that 


Wp.tterson should try to bring the 
East and the South together. Mr. Wat • 
terson says that the people have been 
spoilt and pampered by Government 
coddling. He claims that the theory of 
the protective tariff is, that the man- 
ufacturer and workmen should be "pro- 
tected," so now all classes are coming 
forward and asking to be protected 
too; that is, why should not the poor 
man get rich by law, by a free coinage 
law, or any other law. The people, 
when in trouble, are in the habit of 
looking not to themselves, but to the 
Government to get them out of the 
scrape. 
The New York Times says 


that Mr. McKinley and the Republicans 
voted for the coinage of that vast 
amount of silver which lies in the 
vaults, and brought on the financial 
troubles; that both parties were afraid 
to do right and did wrong, hoping that 
they \vould not be caught at it; 'that 
it is an awful and solemn lesson on 
the evils of trimming in politics. The 
campaign was not altogether honest. 
Too much was said to the farmers 
about bimetallism', and some positive 
promises were made that it would be 
settled by a Republican Congress. This 
keeps the money question alive. Con- 
gress is now acting on the subject 


It is already clear that tariff legisla- 


tion will be very conservative; an any 
event, Mr. McKinley did not approve 
of much in his own tariff bill (he be- 
ing' only one of the committee which 
reported it), and he seems now dis- 
posed to get men of- both parties to 
agree on something permanent, so that 
business men may not be disturbed. 
The New England men are not as 
earnestly in favor of high tariffs ns 
tbT were formerly, as they find that 
high duties give the South and West 
some advantages. Moreover, there has 
been an astonishing increase of ex- 
ports of manufactured goods since the 
Wilson bill went into operation. The 
question is asked: Has this tariff any- 
thing to do with it? These considera- 
tions induce a waiting policy. 


The Cuban rebellion is evidently tak- 


ing a new shape, since the death- of 
Maceo, who was probably killed in 
battle, and was not trapped into death. 
Members of Congress are disturbing 
the Executive by war cries, but the 
conservative men, including McKinley, 
are willing to follow President Cleve- 
land. The cry of war against Spain 
recalls the Trent affair and the cap- 
ture of Mason and 
Slidell, in 1862. 


When England demanded their release 
the country went mad with rage, and 
shouted: 
"Never, never!" 
Congress 


went mad, too. 
Lincoln and Seward 


kept their heads cool, and released 
them on the very ground that the Unit- 
ed States had always stood on, and for 
which it went to war In 1812. I recall 
that at that time a syndicate of very 
briefless young lawyers in New York, 
having nothing else to do, tackled the 
question of international law, and 
came to the conclusion that the Con- 
federates would be released, and there- 
upon made bets of hats, clothes, din- 
ners, cigars, In every direction, to that 
effect, which were eagerly taken up by 
the excited brokers and angry men. On 
the release of the Confederates the syn- 
dicate lived In luxury for many days 
on their ill-gotten gains. Although 
Senators and Representatives are will- 
ing to do rash things about Cuba, the 
reserve force of the nation is behind 
the President. 


Some day there will be a revelation 


of the relations of the Japanese to the 
rebellion in the Philliplne Islands. 
Long Before the outbreak, it was said 
in Yokohama that the Japanese were 
not looking towards Hawaii, but to- 
wards the South. Several predicted 
that there would soon be trouble In the 
Phlllippines. 
It came. 
The Govern- 


ment of Japan maintainH a neutral at 
tlturle of course but wherp there la a 
publlr sentiment In favor of a project 
thffp will always be found men to aid 
It secretly 
The revolutionists are well 


supplied with Runs and ammunition,

Her husband, in a fit of de- 


pression had taken his own life some 
yearn ago. The daughter had shown 
syiL,ptomb of insanity. Last Friday- 
she Induced her mother to retire, and 
when she was asleep, turned on the 
gas Jets without lighting them, and 
both were found dead in the morn- 
ing. 
The insane girl wished to leave 


and take her mother with her. 
One 


recalls "At Cowper's Grave," by Mrs. 
Browning: "Oh, Christians, at your 
cross of hope, a hopeless hand was 
clinging." 
At the church, before a 


great audience, the caskets of mother 
and daughter lay side by side, covered 
with wreaths of flowers, sent by those 
who loved them. No state funeral 
could command a finer tribute. Mrs 
Cooper was a cousin of Col. Robert G. 
Ingersoll. His words, spoken at his 
brother's grave, well apply to her: "If 
for every act of kindness a flower were 
laid upon his grave, he would, inde^-l, 
be buried In a wilderness of roses " 
She belonged to the order of Vital Phil- 
anthropy, and here it was recognized. 


Mrs. Dominis is here, and declines 


any public attention. She is reticent 
as to her intentions. 
So the papers 


are speculating on her purposes. They 
would be glad enough if she would give 
them a sensational tip, but she says 
nothing 
It is thought by many that 


she intends to "hold up" the annexa- 
tion train, and get the crown lands out 
of the safe, but she would not disclose 
her Intention, if it is so.

Those who have been crying for an- 


nexation, during the last three years, 
without urging, demanding, and insist- 
ing on the gradual assimilation of the 
laboring class In Hawaii to that of the 
United States, may read with profit the 
language of the Argonaut of December 
14th. The report of the Labor Com- 
mission to the Hawaiian Legislature of 
1894-95, urgently stated the need of 
such assimilation, but the report fell 
flat enough, and the friends of annex- 
ation were quite content to cry out- 
"Annexation, annexation," like sailors 
drifting from a vessel in distress, who 
cry ouf "Save us, save us," but refuse 
to put out an out or rig a sail. A few 
of those who earnestly desired annexa- 
tion, but saw the signs of the times, 
detected the little black cloud of op- 
position in the California sky. Now, 
Senator Perkins, heretofore a friend 01 
the cause, is "modifying his views" on 
the subject, and the beet sugar men, 
the farmers up and down the State, 
are asking if the sugar raised by Asi- 
atic labor shall be brought into com- 
petition with the sugar raised by the 
white labor of California, 
The ques- 


tion is asked in whispers now, but the 
voice is growing louder as time goes 
on. This State now supplies one-third 
third of the demand. Has the Ameri- 
can League or the Annexation Club ev- 
er demanded of the Government that 
it act promptly, wisely and patlentlr- 
in making some inexpensive experi- 
ments in substituting white for yellow 
labor? 


The average citizen generally gets 


mad wh6h some one tells him ba.l 
news or confronts him with cold facts, 
especially if he is at fault himself. It 
depresses his spirits if things don't go 
his own way. He wants sunshine and 
no rain. The wheat shocks must fin- 
ally come to the flail, and the winnow- 
ing be done. But California Is no: 
the United States, and If she does rise 
in opposition, it does not follow th-u 
her voice will prevail. It is a method 
of "good politics" to forestall opposi- 
tion.

vertiser reporter for information in re- 
gard to the recent issue of consolidated 
bonds, refunding present bonded and 
floating debt of the Oahu Railway and 
Land Company, Issue of stock, pro- 
posed extension of the road to Kahu- 
ku, relaying of track from Honolulu to 
the Ewa end of the Walanae extension , 
with new 48-pound steel rails, new | 
rolling stock, etc., Mr. Dillingham said:

TOLEDO (O.). Dec. 18.—The Ameri- 


can Sugar Refinery, better known as 
the sugar trust, has closed a deal for 
1100 shares of the Woolson Spice Com- 
pany of this city, being eleven-eight- 
eenths of its total stock. The price to 
be paid is $1,265,000. The story of-this 
gignatic transactioin is an interesting 
one. 


Some time ago the Arbucklea, "the 


coffee kings," branched out Into the 
sugar business. A large refinery was 
built In New York, and thereby the 
Arbuckles became the competitors of 
the American Refining Company. The 
latter was not at all pleased at what it 
considered an intrusion. At first the 
refining company offered to buy out the 
Arbuckle plant, so the story goes, but 
the latter refused. Then the refining 
company concluded to flank the move- 
ment of the Arbuckles, and hence this 
deal. 


Representatives of the refining com- 


pany opened 
negotiations 
with the 


Woolson people, who are a very close 
second to the Arbuckles in the coffee 
business, and Lawrence Newman, one 
of the largest shareholders of the Wool- 
son Spice Company went to New York 
to confer with the refining company. 
He is there, now, and has practically 
closed the deal. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—The report 


that interests identified with the Am- 
erican Sugar Refining Company have 
obtained control of the Woolson Spice 
Package Company .of Toledo, with the 
view of retaliating upon the Arbuckle 
Coffee Company because of their deter- 
mination to build a sugar refinery, is 
confirmed to an extent by the fact that 
the Woolson Company, which IB the 
second largest roaster of coffee In the 
United States, reduced the price of' its 
product yesterday fcalf a cent per 
pound. This is a most unusual occur- 
rence, anil is regarded in the trade as 
very significant. 


In speaking of the matter today, the 


head of one of the largest bouses in 
Wall street said: 


"The purchase of the Woolson Com- 


pany will have a far-reaching effect 
throughout the trade. The purchase of 
the plant by the American Sugar peo- 
ple is accepted by the trade as move to 
meet the Arbuckles in their venture at 
building a sugar refinery, 
work on 


which is now going on in Brooklyn. 


"The first effect of the purchase was 


evidenced today when the Woolson 
Company sent out announcements to 
dealers all over the country that they 
had decided to reduce the price of their 
coffee half a cent a pound, and this has 
been followed by an 
announcement 


from the Arbuckles that the price of 
their coffee to their Ohio consumers 
had been similarly reduced half a cent 
a pound, which means that the first 
guns have been fired and that the fight 
is already on for supremacy in the 
coffee trade." 


At present the Arbuckles control one- 


fifth of the roasted coffee trade in the 
United States, the product of their mills 
aggregating 1,000,000 bags a year. The 
Woolson mills have a capacity of 150,- 
000 bags a year, but it is said that their 
plant will son be added to, so that they 
can put on the market about 500,000 
bags of roasted coffee annually. 


As the Arbuckles and the Woolson 


Company receive their coffee 
direct 


from South America, the 350,000 addi- 
tional bags that will be contracted for 
by the Woolson Company from that 
source will, it Is said, take just so much 
business out of the hands of the job- 
bers in the trade here who sell to the 
smaller concerns.

parent or minor children or grand- 
children, notwithstanding their ina- 
bility to read and write, as required by 
the foregoing section, the Inspection 
officers shall be furnished copies of the 
Constitution of the United States print- 
ed on numbered, uniform pasteboard 
slips, each containing five lines of the 
Constitution printed in the various lan- 
guages of the immigrants in double 
small pica tj pe.' These slips shall be 
kept in boxes made for that prirpose 
and so constructed as to conceal the 
slips from view, each box to contain 
blips of but one language, and the im- 
migrant may designate the language 
in which he prefers the test shall be 
made. Each immigrant shall be re- 
quired to draw one of these slips from 
the box and read and afterward write 
out In full view of the immigration 
officers the five lines printed thereon. 


Each slip shall be returned to the 


box immediately after the test is finish- 
ed, and the contens of the box shall oe 
shaken up by the 
Inspector 
befoie 


another drawing is made. No immi- 
grant failing to read and write out the 
slip thus drawn by him shall be ad- 
mitted; but he shall be returned to the 
country whence he came at the expense 
of the railroad or steamship company 
which brought him ,as now provided 
by law. The inspection officers shall 
keep in each box at all times a full 
number of these printed pasteboard 
slips, and in the case of each exclude-1 
immigrant shall keep a certified me- 
morandum of the number of the slip 
which the immigrant failed to read or 
copy out in writing. 


The Cuban section added to the bill 


provides that the act shall not applv 
to persons arriving in the United States 
from any port or place In the island -of 
Cuba during the continuance of th3 
present disorders there, provided that 
such persons have heretofore been in- 
habitants of that island.
